MILITARY BAND'S FINE 
PERFORMANCE.

The Band of the 2nd Battalion the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps formed the chief attraction 
at the municipal conzert in the Ulster Hall, 
Belfast, on Saturday night. There was a 
large audience, and the varied programme, 
with some novel selections, was very popular. 

Weber’s overture to ‘‘ Euryanthe,”’ which 
has many charming themes, with rich tones 
of instrumental colour, received a fine render- 
ing and was cordially encored, an additional 
little work, very melodious, being given. 
Very impressive in its interpretation was 
Elgar’s suite, ‘‘ The Crown of India,’’ Op. 
66. The final movement, illustrating the 
march ot the Mogul Emperors, with its vivid 
colour, was splendidly performed. Excerpts 
were played from Rossini’s music, and a 
pastoral symphony, “ The Smithy,’’ by Alford, 
was most effective. It was enthusiastically 
encored. 

The cornet solo, ‘‘Sylvia,’’ by Bandsman 
F. Westbrook, was artistically piayed, the 
tone being pure. An encore was demanded 
and given. 

Popular dance tunes were played by the 
band orchestra, the piano accompaniments 
being effectively played by a member of the 
band, while another member sang the various 
refrains. They were greatly enjoyed and 
loudly applauded. One of the best items was 
a ta es one solo, in which the player dis- 
played remarkable skill and expression. 

Songs were suig by Miss Margaretta Craig, 
who has a pure and flexible soprano voice, 
somewhat light in volume, but with extensive 
compass. One of her best songs was ‘‘O come, 
do not delay,” from ‘‘ Figaro’ (Mozart). The 
quality of her low notes is very pleasant, 
and in this song her range extended over two 
octaves. She also gave a pleasant rendering 
of “ The lass with the delicate air” (Arne), 
and had to respond to clamant recalls. Mr. 
Hooton Mitchell's rich bass voice was heard 
with excellent effect in several salt-water 
ballads and other songs; he also was recalled.
